Julian  Bond  Speaks 
)ut  For  'Change'

!orgia  state  legislator,  Julian 
|id,  told  a Provo  audience  Wed- 
lay  evening  that  radicalism 
I been  a hallmark  of  the  Negro 
nunity  in  the  United  States 
J centuries  and  that  Negroes

J now. 

|ond.  one  of  the  first  Negroes 
ed  to  the  Georgia  House  of 
liresentatives  since  Reconstruc- 
|,  said:  “the  sorts  of  things 
ng  Negroes  are  saying  today 
J not  new.” 

lond  declared  that  although  the 
Imt  history  of  militant  action 
J been  peculiar,  methods  were 
Ijmed  at  the  beginning  of  Am- 
lan  culture. 

hange  is  the  prime  message 
he  Negro  today.”  Two  sep- 
societies  have  existed  in 
I United  States  for  nearly  300 
Irs  and  the  Negro  has  built 
liparate  class  structure.” 

Itie  28-year-old  resident  of  At- 
la  surprised  the  crowd  of  150 
Ist.  Mary’s  Episcopal  Church 
Tn  he  advocated  “public  own- 
liip'’  of  some  major  industries 
* under  private  control. 


“The  state  would  benefit  from 
common  ownership  and  these 
would  accrue  to  all  people,  both 
black  and  white,”  he  said. 

He  said  current  civil  disturb- 
ances in  the  country  had  “dis- 
turbed and  frightened”  many 
people  but  predicted  they  would 
continue  again  this  summer. 
“Negroes  want  what  you  (whites) 
have,”  he  declared,  and  “they 
don’t  want  things  the  way  they 
are  now.” 

Touching  upon  other  subjects 
in  his  wide-ranging  speech, 
sponsored  by  the  University 
Christian  Movement,  Bond  stated: 

“That  today’s  police  forces  have 
taken  the  place  of  old-fashioned 
white  vigilante  organizations  in 
most  of  the  country’s  big  cities. 
He  said  training  should  be  the 
guideline  for  when  and  when  not 
to  use  force.

Y Budget  Approved

'File  $180,000  student  activities 
budget  was  approved  by  the  AS- 
BYU  Executive  Council  Wednes- 
day. 

Five  extra  budget  sessions 
were  required  for  the  council  to 
review  each  requested  item  in 
the  56-page  report. 

The  only  major  difference  in 
next  year’s  budget  will  be  the 
$9,000  allocation  usually  made  to 
the  debate  squad.  It  was  awarded 
no  money  for  next  year,  and  a 
recommendation  was  made  that 
it  solicit  funds  from  its  depart- 
ment. 

The  budget  committee’s  second 
proposal  was  accepted  with  the 
exception  of  the  amount  re- 
quested by  the  Cougar  Band. 
Lee  Radebaugh  and  the  budget 
committee  recommended  cutting 
the  $900  in  stipends  given  the 
better  players  in  the  band. 

“I  don’t  think  cutting  the  $900 
would  hurt  the  quality  of  the 
band,”  contended  Radebaugh. 
However,  the  five  other  Vice 


Presidents  voted  in  favor  of  giv- 
ing the  stipends. 

Grant  Eikington,  Director  of  the 
band  claimed  the  $900  enables 
some  of  the  best  members  of  the 
band  to  stay  with  the  group. 


The  overall  budget  appears 
similar  to  this  year’s.  The  larg- 
est increases  were  given  to  Ly- 
ceums series  ($3,000),  Daily  Uni- 
verse ($2,000)  and  the  Academ- 
ics office  ($1,700).
